Tlio Australian reiidiness (o in lp the 
niotlier country is till llie inon- note- 
worthy because it i.s displayeil at a 
lime when, .sitVH a l-oinloii Tunes eor- 
re.s|ioiidciit, wc werii more' iiii^ry with 
tin! mother country than 1 nvor reniuiu- 
her to have been the cabo. Tho an 
iioyance over tho New Guinea luis- 
ine.ss wiiH iiilense, nnd wt' liitterlv feel 
l iint wi! coulil only Imve [iiailc 1. 
Dei'liv sec in time what lii^ lias .seen too 
lato, tlio misehief uoiiiil lun'o been prc- 
voiittjil. It is an irriliiiiiig ].o.sition for 
colonists to be placed in, not to be nl 
lowed to liidp theiuHelvos, and to liiivo 
a colonial ininistor who will not do the 
right tliint; at the riylit time. "Wo arc 
not witliout hope that the iiuniisitioii 
inio the (iorniau land claiin.'j Kiji may 
let a litthv liglitj into what land pur- 
chases froiu the natives moan. iNobody 
ia better informed on tho matter than 
Mr. Thurfilon, and if ho is only at 
libiM'ty to sav all lie know.s, (.IfMiian.s 
as well- as l^iiglislimeii may learn i>oine- 
lliii)^. We do not eoin])lain lliai; .\n- 
stialiaiiH are not allowi-d to make 
sham pureliases from ignorant natives 
who |iretenil 10 sell what is not their 
own. What we do complain of in that 
the Germans are allowed to doit, and 
that the Imperial flag instantly covera 
tlietie buainlaloim trailivins. The nii.i- 
sioiiariei--, who know '.lie liabit.s of the- 
people, say ili.stinctlv llial tlio piitty 
chiefs who are Ireatoii witli have no 
power whateviM- to sell their own tri- 
bal land, much less that of their neigh- 
bors. The lil'.le steamship Samoa, 
which left Sydney with \)r. Fiiicli, liarl 
only ou lioni'il ,t!2,0(J0 worth of "trade," 
ami what an estate that has iioniinailv 
|iurcliHsod. Baioii iMacleny, who is now 
in !:;ydiiey, tells nie that ou the part of 
the north Guinea coast "where he resiil 
ed ho had intfircourse with 150 dill'i'r- 
oiit villages, all distinct in their auton 
oiiiy, and hud to study seven dillerent 
languages to talk with tlieni. The chief 
of one tribe has no iiujre right to sell 
Llie land of another than the mayor of 
Amsiurdam has to seil Antwerp to tin- 
French, and yet hundreds of miles of 
coast are nominally boughtat one trans 
action for sonio runi, .sdiih^ muskets, 
some hatchets, some lieails and some 
olotli, and t lie imperial corvel le ,si amis 
by to deidaro these | in rehases good and 
put ilieiii under imperial ]ire)tcctioii. 
And, after all, when this protectorate 
is established, it is only a jirotectorate 
to German interests. It dues not pro 
tect tbe natives, it does |)rf)teet oihei- 
Fin'opeans. It does not ]iroviile any 
kiiid of i ij risdiet mil or govermneiit, it 
ineridv bars the way to aiiv other gov- 
ernment being establislieil. There is 
not. in Australia the smallest jealousy 
of (Joniian trailers, and tli^ro h.-is iil- 
wavs lu.'en the best of feeling tow ard 
(leriiian settlers and residenls, but 
llioro is a very strong oiijectioii iiiileed 
to tlieir method of ([uiisi-coloni/.at ion, 
which is neither the one thing nor the 
other. If they want any territory let 
tliein annex it boldly, and establish, if 
not an avowed sovereignity, at least 
ii protectorate which shall hi; genuiiu;.

Mr. Trustee Fell's speucli ut the moot- 
ing of thu Vict.iri;i Sohuoi HoiirJ on Tues- 
diiy night was an iiuJ-.oioua attempt to 
iotroduco politica into the public schools 
and (logrado the aoblo system of oduea- 
tion which the present guvornmoiit are 
doing ftU In their powor to fuator and ad 
vanco. ' Mr. Fell is old enough to know 
bettor than to make charges which every 
schoolboy can inform him aro entirely 
groundless. What yovornmeut over did 
nea(ly^B.mjI0h as (he. present government 
for the advancoment of free education i 
Every reasonable request of the various 
trusteq l^oards has been granted. Now 
school districts havo been created and new 
achoolhouses erected in every part of tho 
province, and the appropriations have 
been largely in excess of tluiao of tlie pre- 
ceding government. Yet jMr. Fell, witli 
that hidebound dogmatism and in that 
orusatgrnined spirit which distinguish him 
frorA . hie follow luun, aflTooto to baltovo 
that the system is in danger front the 
enoroachnionta of a government which is 
doing all in its power to preserve tho in- 
stitution in wiiich tlio iMr. F. profesae.i to 
take so lively an iiitetest. Mr, Fell is 
opposed to tho regiatr.ition of voters. 
Why 'i Does he desire to sue tho legiti- 
mate vote of the city again smothered by 
an avalanche of voles cast by irresponsi- 
ble persons who have no children to edu- 
cate, and who are here to day .uid away to- 
morrow / Lie is aLso opposed to tlie ballot. 
Why '/ E)oe3 he de.iire to .sit at the polls 
to frighten voter.s wln) may be on the 
wrung side of his ledger into casting for 
him? the ballot is only fit fur "sneaks 
and hypocrites" is it not surprising that it 
is in vogue in every country where thu 
people enjoy free govenuuont I 'J'he old 
system of open voting was discarded be- 
cause it was found that landlords and 
tradesmen intimidated their tenants and 
debtors, and that there could not he had 
a fair test .of popular feeling under such 
circumstancea. What Mr. Fellsaidon Tues- 
day about registration wont to show tho 
wisdom of the adoption of the rei;i.stra- 
ti'.!!! "yatem. lie e'Mnpbiined 'h'l' many 
illegal votes wero cast last year, wiioii 
there was no registration. The registra- 
tion systora has been adopted to euro tho 
verjT' evil of which ho complained, and 
render illegal voting next to an iinponsi- 
bility. Lastly, it is found mi eiuiuiry 
that, in spitn of his assertion, he e.x- 
periencod no dillicully in procnnng re;,'iM- 
tratlon papers, about tOO having been 
issued to him alone. Talion all in all, thu 
speech of Mr. Fell did not difl'er ma- 
terially. frura most of his oratorical ufTorts, 
which usually abound in absurd incon- 
Bistenoies, unfounded charges and rude 
language, 

AN ANOMALOUei PHOCEEIjI N(l. 

We published yesterday an account of 
the action of Mr. Todd, commissioner of 
police under the Dominion government, 
in Qning Mr. George Murdoch for selling 
liquor' at Eagle Pass Lauding within the 

of his liquor besidua. Jlr. Afurdocli had 
granted to him and holds a retail liecMise 
duly issued by the lieeiisiug magistrated 
for tho district, authorizing liiin to carry 
on tho occupation of a retail litpior ven- 
dor at Eaglu Pass Landing. The Do- 
minion government have i)roelaimed tho 
locality as buing governed by thu Public 
Works Act of Caniida wiiich purporl.f to 
prohibit in certain plaeeH the sale of in- 
toxicating luuiors. The inoviiieo con- 
tends that this prohibition is r/tcd 
the Dominion parliament on thu ground 
that the province is exclusively entitled 
to pass Inws upon the subject, and is, 
moreover, entitled to derive a revenue 
from liquor licenses which tho Dominion 
statute denies it. In fact, the very same 
points arise upon thi.s question as do upon 
the Dominion License -Act which has been 
recently declared tdlra rirts by tho su- 
preme court of Canada. jN'ow, the anom- 
alous part of tho Murdoch proceeding; is 
tliis: Mr. Todd, whil.st tilling the olHce 
under the Doininion governmeut of coiii- 
misaioner of police, also holds a counnis- 
aion from the province as a stipendiary 
magistrate. The province is determined 
to assert its constitutional right upon this 
license (juostion, and has, so far, been 
successful. Lccal .stipendiary magistrates 
will obey the provincial law; but Mr. 
Todd, under his Dominion uppointnient, 
considers himself bound to obey thu Do- 
minion law which tlie province impeaches. 
No man can serve two mastera in this 
way. As a Dominion oflicial, Mr. Todd 
is expected by hi.s employers to obey tlieir 
etatnto and not to question it.s authority; 
while on the other liand, as a provincial 
oflicor ho is reqiiirecl to uphold thu l.iws 
and rights of the province, duties which 
are directly in conflict with one another. 
We understand that tho Murdoch ca-ie is 
to be appealed, and thus it is probable 
that the question of the constitutionality 
of tho Dominion statute will be tuatod. 
Meanwhile, the interests of the province 
in its struggle to preserve its constitu- 
tional rights demand the cancellation of 
Mr. Todd's coinniissioti as a stipendiary 
magistrate, a step which, wo hope, will 
be instantly taken.

Our 
young friend of the Times in roforring to 
Mrl'- Grohman'a paper oimnot allow the 
opportunity to slip of dragging liurrard 
Inlet forward as a ). lace of vast strategieal 
importance, when, in jioint of fact, the 
eeonrity of tho Inlet depends I'litiiely on 
tho ability of Victoria and Escpiinialt to 
snccessfuUy resist the shock of a ho.stile 
ftttock. If the island wero to pass into 
foreign hands Biirrard Inlet might be gob- 
bled up at tho enemy's leisure. Hence, 
while it is of vital importance to render 
Yiotoiia and Esquimalt impregnable the 
defence of tho Inlet is u matter of second- 
ary consideration — ko small, indeed, that 
Mr. Grohman fails to refer to that locidity 
as possessing any strategic vuhie whatever.

London, May 13. —A riot occurred this 
aftornoon between a mob and the police 
for tho possession of the Nelson monu- 
ment, in Trafalgar aipiaro. About 10,000 
moll had assomblud in tho square to make 
a demonstration against tho government 
budget proposal to increase tho duty on 
spirits iukI beer. 'I'lio crowd was very 
lUiriily, a large proiiortion of it consist- 
ing yf an element in search of sport. The 
policu found themselves unable to main- 
tain order, and the prossure on the apoak- 
era and resolution readers compelled them 
to mount the pedestal of the Nelson 
monument, where from this eminence 
the speeches wero resumed. They wero 
rendered inaudible to the audience ad- 
dressed by the uproar among the royster- 
ers. The police interfered to secure 
silence for the orators, and then a groat 
struggle onsuod between thii mob and 
iiolice for po.'ssession of tho monument. 
'Hu) row lasted nearly an hour, ar>d thu 
[jromntei's of the meeting and policu were 
liiially forced to retire, leaving the crowd 
singing in trinmi)li "Rule Britannia." 
Soon after the mob had compelled tho 
speakers to leave, it surged down to the 
fr<jnt of the jS'ational Club, which faces 
Trafalgar aipiare. Every person noticed 
entering or leaving the club building was 
mobbed. Tho attitude of the crowd was 
BO menacing that the club doors were 
closed , and . u messenger dispatched to 
Scotland Yard for additional -police. At 
nine o'clock the rioters were still in poa- 
Boaaion of Trafalgar aquaro and Northum- 
berland avenue wiis also occupied by a 
mob of many thousands.

They Arm Themselves to Dc- 
leiid Polyt^amy. 

Salt Lake, May 11. — A letter da- 
ted the 10th was received to night from 
Oxford, Idaho. It says: "The greatest 
excitement prevails at Bear Lake. On

of Idaho need that resistance on the 
part of the i\[orinons will result in 
credit to the United States and dis- 
grace to the misguided law doliers in 
the church."

('lose u]iou the heels of llie an- 
nouncement of the retirement of Sena- 
tor Fair from Nevada Bank came the 
rumor vesterJay to tho eifecl that 
Jainea C. Flood had also sold out his 
interest in the bank to John \V. Mac- 
kay. Mr. iMiickay li^ft ort hViday last for 
Virginia, Xev., uiul Steamboat Springs, 
and could not therefore be s;en to ob- 
tain the veriticatioa or contradiction of 
the reports. A Chronicle reporter call- 
ed on Senator Fair last evening, think- 
ing that ho would prohal)ly know some- 
thing of the nnitter, but that gentle- 
man .saii!: 

"1 must dccliuft to say anything on 
the subject, i never allow myself to 
say anything about other people's af- 
fairs." 

Lleorge L. Brauder, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of t,he bank, on being Hjtoken to 
on the subject, said that there was no- 
thing new in the nuittor. Mr. Mackay 
had bought out the interests of both 
Mr. Flood and Mr. Fair last November. 

Suhseciuent ly a L'lironicle reporter 
saw a gentlenutn whose intimate as- 
sociation with both Mi: .llackay and 
Mr. Flood places him in. a position to 
know tho true inwardness of the af- 
fair, lie said; 

"It is true that Flood sold out to 
J\lackay last November, but within 
the last few days Jlr. Flood has again 
resumed bis inl I'rest in the , owner.Nbi|) 
of tlie baidj. The fact i^f the matt is 
that in the summer of last year, dill'er- 
piices arose between Flood and Mackay 
on the one hand and Fair on the other. 
Flood and Mackay both determined 
tli(!y would have no furtlier business 
relations with Fair, and thev went so 
far us to say that rather than emitiniU! 
business with him, tlu'y, owning two- 
thirds of the stock would disincorpor- 
ate the hank and wind up the business. 
They ofTered either to .sell out to Fair, 
or buy his interest. Senator Fair chose 
to buy out [""looil and Mackav but 
backed out wliei; the transaction came 
to he close(f. I''air iben said that he 
would accept tlu: otlii;r propo.silion and 
sell out, but insisted as a condition that 
Flood should also retire and Mackay 
buy out the interest of both." 

The reporter's inforini-ni; lier(> re- 
marked jiarentlii;licall V : "Fair wa.s un- 
der the inipre.ssion that Atu'kay bail 
lost heavily in bis Atlantic I'alih; en- 
terprise and would not bi: ablt; to ac- 
cept the.se terms." 

Continuing, he said: ''Flood cabled 
immediately to Mackay, who hail mean- 
while gone to Furope, and Mackay 
juiiijied right on him at his word. That 
was laKt Xoviunber. I''i'oai tbat liiue 
until u few days ago Mackay was the 
the sole owner of the bank, although 
Flood still retained his position as Pre- 
sident. During all that time, however, 
tin; Hflat ions hf vv\cen Flood and Mac- 
kay remained ,|"tfectly harmonious, as 
they always have lieen and a few days 
ago Flood bought back his interest. In 
fact, I don'b boiieve ihuli hlH siouk was 
ever actually transferred. You will 
notice that th(!tieeil of the bank tiuild 
ing and other property frcjin tin; bank 
to Flood and .Maekay recoi-deii the 
other day convevi-d an undiviibil lialf- 
interesL to eaeli.
